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INTRODUCTION 


The ENGLISH BY DEGREES books have been specially 
prepared for use in those schools where the teaching of English 
starts in class I although they can be profitably used also in those 
schools where it starts in class III. The series consists of a primer 
and five other books at present, but itis contemplated to add three 
more to it later. It is expected that most of the teachers will find it 
convenient enough to start with the first book of the series; but 
for the use of those who have to teach still younger children and 
feel that they should start with a smaller and simpler book, a 
primer has been produced. 


The special features of this series аге: . 


1. The whole series and the lessons in each book of the series 
are very carefully graded from the point of view of grammatical 
structure, vocabulary and content. 


2. The learning load is reduced to the minimum. The first two 
books contain only 120 new words each and the last three about 
150 each. In the first two books a lesson contains generally about 
five new words and two new structural points. 


3. The very sound principle of constant repetition and revision 
in language learning has been keptin view in each lesson and each 
book. After introducing about four structural points and twenty 
new words, provision is made for the consolidation of this 
material. 


4. Each structural point is presented in different realistic situa- 
tions from the learner’s life and thus each book serves a two-fold 
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purpose : that of a course book and that ofa supplementary 
reader. 


5. The main characters in the whole series are the same and the 
language material is woven round their life and activities in such 
a way that the one grows with the other automatically and the 
development of the two together instils in the learner a satisfying 
sense of the basic unity of contentand language: Hesoon becomes 
familiar with the characters and also with what they say oris said 


about them. And thus he learns the language almostunconscious- 
ly and in an effortless way. 


6: In thefirst three books, two exercises are given at the 
end of each lesson. The first is meant to provide additional 
reading practice and the second contains the new structural 
points used in the lesson which the pupils must learn by 
heart. The last two books of the series contain also a few 


language exercises which should first be done orally and then 
written out. 


Each book of the series contains a few rhymes or short, simple 
poems which the pupils should learn by heart and recite with 
correct rhythm and intonation making appropriate gestures. In 
order that the learning and reciting of these rhymes and poems 
may be meaningful for the pupils, teachers may find it helpful to 
explain their meaning to them through actions, gestures, pictures 
and occasional use of the mother tongue. 


"The order of priorities in learning a living language is speaking, 
reading and writing. Yt is therefore stressed that throughout this 
five-year course the accent should be on speaking. Reading and 
writing should not be neglected or delayed too long, but the 
general principle to follow should be: Do not ask pupils to read 
anything which they have not learnt to say and do not ask them to 
write anything which they have not learnt to say and read. Children 
should, preferably, be taught to read words, phrases and sentences

from the blackboard and flash cards and thenthe reading lessons 
from the course book should be introduced. 


Writing should, in the first instance, be limited to» copying 
different types of lines, curves and figures and words and phrases 
from the blackboard and then the ENGLISH BY DEGREES 
workbooks which accompany the ENGLISH BY DEGREES 
course books should be used. 


The ENGLISH BY DEGREES teacher's books contain the 
detailed graded syllabuses for the relevant years and give some 
practical suggestions about how each teaching unit should be 
taught and drilled, how oral composition should be built, and 
what procedure in respect of reading and writing should be 
followed. 


It is hoped that the ENGLISH BY DEGREES course, carefully 
planned and graded as it is, will make some small contribution to 
improved English teaching in schools for which it is meant.
